NO WILL; PRESIDENT 
INHERITS ESTATE) 


Plymouth, Vt., March 193.—(@)— 
Three weeks before his death, Ply- 


mouth learned today, Col. John €.: 


Coolidge transferred to his son, Cal- 
vin, the farm on which members of 


the Coolidge family have lived for 
generations, The farm consists of 
225 acres with the white farm house 
which was the President’s boyhood 
home. 

Throughout the colonel's lifetime the 
| amily property stood in the name of 
his father, Calvin G. Coolidge. The 
town records show that the transfer 
was made from the estate of Cc. G. 
Coolidge to the President. 

The colonel died ostensibly penni- 
less, although a man of substance. 
Neighbors say that all property other 
than the land was made over to the 
President during his lifetime, Ply- 
mouth never knew the value of the 
Calvin G. Coolidge estate, and the 
same secrecy has been maintained in 
the case- of the colonel’s property. 
There was no will. ; 

In addition to the homestead, the 
President owns the lime kiln lot which 
is the Coolidge sugar orchard. This 
tract he inherited from his grand- 
father. —

“ We were anxious to see Mabel Nor- 
mand, who was with Taylor just before 
he died, but she left New York before 
we arrived.”’

case of James Knox, sailor convict 
from West Virginia, who died at the 
Flat Top state prison coal mine here 
in August, 1924. He will present all of 
the testimony gathered by Attorney 
General Harwell Davis in a secret in- 
quiry of two months. 

The testimony holds that while 
Knox's death certificate gave suicide 
by poisoning as the cause of death, 
the facts probably are that he died of 
heart disease superinduced by fear 
after cruel and barbarous treatment. 
He died in a concrete wash vat into 
which he had been thrown. 


Call Former Prisoners. 


In addition, the prosecutor is expect- 
ed to ¢all witnesses not available dur- 
ing the attorney general’s inquiry, par- 
ticularly men formerly prisoners at 
Flat Top, but now free and scattered 
about the country. 

Warden Charles R. Davis, in direct 
charge at Flat Top at the time Knox 
died, and charged by some of the tes- 
timony with beating Knok with a hose 
a few minutes before his death, but 
alleged in other testimony to have had 
nothing to do with the case, prom- 
ised a statement later. 


Governor’s Attitude a Surprise. 

Gov. Brandon created a sensation 
by writing a letter.to his state board 
of administration, which has charge 
of convict matters, instructing it to 
aid the Jefferson county grand jury 
and to fix responsibility in the case, 
and then in another paragraph, de- 
claring that “I am uncertain as to 
whether or not he [Knox] died from 
self- administered poison,” and that 

“no employé of the state is shown by 
what I d¢onsider creditable testimony 
to have had any part in causing the 
death of Knox, the preponderance of 
the testimony showing the contrary.”’ 

It had been rumored about the capi- 
tol at Montgomery for some time that 
the governor planned to suspend cer- 
tain state employés when the report 
was made public, and the mildness of 
this letter caused considerable ‘com- 
ment. 

The Birmingham Post,in an editor- 
ial comment on the part of the letter 
in which the governor pictures him- 
self as “‘ uncertain,” says: 

“He is probably the only mar in 
Alabama in that frame of mind.’’

obtain large credits abroad. They did 
obtain one $20,000,000 credit in Ger- 


large quantities of woven goods which 
were immediately dispatched to Lenin- 
grad only to get stuck in the Finnish 
guif in the ice and later they laid for 
weeks in Esthonian and Latvia ports 
until the soviet government covered 
the losses to the shippers. <A. smal] 
quantity was delivered by railroad. 

Now the soviet press is filled with 
articles commenting upon the poor 
quality of the goods purchased. From 
Poland $300,000 worth woolen ma- 
terials was purchased a a third of 
this amount proved of such inferior 
quality that the peasants refused to 
purchase. Italian, French, and Czecho- 
slovakian goods are also reported bad. 
Soviet writers say foreign firms have 
swindled them, but the truth is that 
their grafting purchasing agents ac- 
cepted spoiled and damaged goods 
paying high prices for them. 

Since most of these materials were 
sold as coming from soviet factories 
the bolshevik papers are particularly 
incensed wecause this proffered sale of 
rotten. materials to the peasants has 
further widened the breach existing 
between town and the country in Rus- 
sia. Now it appears that practically 
no grain will be exported during the 
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The Soviet government is now try- 
ing to “ force.the exports.”

They also 
sold large quantities of coal to Italy, 
Greece and Roumania, undercutting 
English prices in these countries, al- 
though the English were offering coal 
in Odessa at three shillings per ton 
less than the price of soviet coa! mined 
in the Donetz basin. 

A large portion of the butter which 
the bolsheviks intended to export from 
Siberia was placed on the local Rus- 
sian market because of the high cost 
of production. The bolsheviks sold 
this butter at a profit in Russia al- 
though it was too expensive to ship 
abroad. Fur buyers report that only 
small quantities of furs are to be found 


in the soviet warehouses. The soviet’ 


naptha . syndicate, which signed con- 
tracts with Italian and other foreign 
firms, cannot adequately supply the 
interior needs of Russia. Factories 
and railroads have been ordered to 
burn wood instead of coal and fuel

Factory Output Falls. 

The soviet papers have also been 
writing about the continually decreas- 
ing output of the nationalized factories.

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DRIED MILK. 
ILK can be dried without harming 
it in any way. However, there is 
@ possibility that the use of dried 
milk as the onry food given «a 
baby will cause it to develop scurvy. 
This can be prevented by adding a little 
orange juice or some other fruit and 
vegetable juice to the diet. 

There are ways of drying milk that 
seem to leave the product as rich in the 
scurvy preventing vitamine as was the 
milk before it was dried. It has been 
pretty well proved that milk varies great- 
ly in its anti-scorbutic principle. Milk 
from cows on a good pasture has plenty 
of it. But to take a cow from a good 
pasture and put her on dry feed is a 
surer way than pasteurizing her milk or 
evaporating it to rout the anti-scorbutic 
substances from the lacteal product. 
Given a milk of good quality, the fluid 
can be heated until it is a dry powder 
without changing those qualities greatly.

PRECEDENT IN INSANITY HEARINGS. 
[Peoria (Ill.) Transcript. ] 


Judge Marcus Kavanagh of Chicago instituted a 
new method in the Costello case where an attempt 
was made to have a condemned slayer declared insane 
by a jury so he could escape the rope. 

The judge asked the Cook County Medical society to 
suggest to him the names of three competent alienists 
to Costello and report in court, befare a jury, 
on the mental condition of the 22 year old man con- 
victed of ravishing and murdering a 16 year old girl. 

Ever since Scott escaped the gallows by an eleventh 
hour insanity plea, the suspicion has grown that our 
methods of détermining whether or not a man was 
crazy are singularly inefficient. 

In the Scott case, although several] state alienists 


agreed. .The jury accepted the judgment of the latter 
group. In the Costello case the jury accepted the 
judgment of the majority, three of whom were mani- 
festly impartial. 

The need for legtslation to create impartial sanity 
boards to pass on insanity defenses of persons accused 
of crime, whether at the trial or at a hearing subse- 
quent to conviction, is obvious. Under the present law,

Judge Kavanagh has provided a precedent—so dearly 
beloved by juriste—to be used in future cases.

SOLD FOR DEBTS. 
Chicago, Mareh 16. — [To the Legal 
Friend of the People.]—One of my ten- 
ants moved out without notice and failed 


to pay two months back rent. They left 
some property on the premies which I 
would like to dispose of to get what is 
due me. I should like to know fully what 
my rights are about selling the goods 
and just how to go about it. J. EB. 


A creditor does not, merely by virtue of 
being in possession of goods belonging to his 
debtor, have any technical right to sell with- 
out legal proceedings, although the right of 
setof! would give him a qualified immunity 
if he sold without right. 

Unless the value of the goods is small 
compared with the debt, and they are not 
likely to be reclaimed, the safest course is 
to proceed under the 1921 statute which 
provides for a lien analogous to the familiar 
mechanic’s lien op real estate. Any person 
who has expended labor or material on «4 
chattel or furnished storage, at the request 
of its owner, shall have a lien for the con- 
tract price or reasonable worth of what he 
has furnished, for,one year after the fur- 
nishing, notwithetanding that possession has 
been surrendered to the owner. Such lien 
shall cease at expiration of 60 days from 
delivery to owner, unless claimant files in 


recorder’s office a lien notice, a form being 
set forth in the statute. Printed copies of 
this form can be obtained from stationers. 
Stich lien may be foreclosed by ordinary 
chancery proceedings or by advertisement 
and sale, the first step of which is to deliver 
to the sheriff a certified copy of the claim 
for lien, indorsed with request for fore- 
closure. Thereupon the sheriff shall take 
possession and mail notice. Adverse parties 
may within tem days deny the lien, in which 
case foréclosure im chancery must be begun 
within an additional ten days. If no denial, 
sheriff shall advertise and sell.

Commercia] gardeners are often pio- 
neers in introducing new varieties of 
vegetables and popularizing crops that 
are little known and seldom grown in 
the home garden. Carrots, for exam- 


| ple, were on the taboo list with mem- 


‘bers of the younger generation. ~Nu- 
trition experts said a word or two in 
favor of carrots; plant wizards im- 
proved the varieties, and within the 
last four or five years baby carrots 
have been among the most popular 
root crops on the fresh vegetable 
stands in cities of the middle west. 


Even home gardeners consider their 


planting lists incomplete unless they 
include carrots. 
Black salsify or oyster plant is mak- 


ing its debut-in a similar fashion, ap- 


pearing on the vegetable man’s stands 
in cities this winter in unusually large 
quantities. Its next step will be into 
the home garden. Scientists call it 
scorzonera. 

Biack oyster plant, recommended by 
national garden bureau experts, is 
Bometimes grown as a substitute for 
eommon salsify or vegetable oyster. 
This root crop is yet little known in 
this country. Its complexion seems 
to be a drawback, but wnderneath its 
black skin is a delicious food, and it 
is as white inside as the common oys- 
ter plant which is better known to 
American gardeners.

When dust or grime 
is allowed to ‘remain in the pores long 
enough for it to harden, the oil that 
would ordinarily exude the blackhead 
arises. 

Prevention, therefore, is the easiest | 
and safest form of treatment. The ' 
oilier the skin, naturally, the more sus- 
ceptible it is to the blemish. The | 
larger the pores, too, the greater the 
tendency to blackheads. To avoid this 
trouble, then, the face has to be 
cleansed thoroughly with soap and/| 
water not less than once a day, and 
the use of a complexion brush is 
strongly urged. Unless one’s skin is ex- 
traordinarily tender a face will stand 
a lot of punishment with the com- 
plexion brush without doing it any- 
thing but the greatest good. 

After a good washing with soap and 
warm water, rinse with cold and colder 
water and finish off, if you can, with 
an ice rub. If not, with witch hazel or 
some other good astringent. One has 
to work to get the pores closed and the 
astringent is necessary. 

Good circulation contributes to the 
health of the facial skin. For this 
reason, getting the cold shower habit 
is heartily recommended, with a brisk 
rub following. You will rarely find 
one who is a daily cold shower addict 
suffering complexion ills. It is due not 
only to the shower but to the fact 
that persons given to it are, as a 
rule, hygienists in regard to food and 
fresh air. The threé things combined 
will safeguard any complexion.

Last year 86 per cent of the cars stolen in 
the 28 cities were recovered in various states 
of repair, as compared to 83 per cent recov- 
ered the year before. 

Nearly all cities in the country now employ 
automobile theft squads, the dealers’ report 
adds. These details are composed of men 
who specialize in the detection and pursuit 
of expert automobile thieves and who have 
developed a comprehensive system of identi- 


ments, says the association, because such 
laws enable the exchange of information in 
regard to motor and serial numbers when 
licenses are applied for after the car is stolen. 

One of the most difficult phases of the car 
stealing art lies in the removal and resale of 
parts and accessories when stolen cars are 
abandoned. Tires and wheels are numbered 
by the maker and can now and then be traced. 
but the general run of accessories do not 
earry identification marks other than the 
name of the maker.
